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On every hand we find Catholics and 
Protestants accepting vital directions from 
_ Christianity’s age old enemy, the Jew. Many 
Christian institutions have a Jew as Chair- 
man of their Board. 

The Jews are allowed to change Catholic 
and Protestant text books. They boast they 
have caused the Protestant churches to 
almost eliminate their writing on the cruci- 
fixion and are well on the way with the 
Catholic faith. 

Jewish publications disclose they are 
making arrangements to bring pressure on 
the Ecumenical Council to be held in Rome 
to order the Gospels and Books in Catholic 
churches of the world changed to eliminate 
reference to the crucifixion.

«,,. some of the significant advances we 
have been able to make during the years 
past and through 1950, in achieving the 
elimination of hostile references from Chris- 
tian texbooks and lesson books, particularly 
relating to the Crucifixion Story and to the 
teaching of modern Judaism. Largely due 
to our efforts, we can report to you that 
85% of the Protestant textbooks are today 
free of disparaging references to the Jew. 
Similar, though not quite as extensive results 
have been achieved among Catholics. Text 
material used in Catholic parochial and 
Sunday Schools are being studied by the 
Catholic Bible Ass’n. Catholic University has 
become a workshop for the development of 
material seeking more properly to interpret 
Judaism as a religion to Catholic teachers 
and religious leaders. In 1950, however, we 
shifted our emphasis somewhat . . to leader- 
ship, education and teacher training, partic- 
ularly in the Protestant field . . . Arrange- 
ments have been completed with ‘the newly 
ereated Division of Christian Education of 
the NATIONAL COUNCIL OF CHURCHES, 
-= whereby the American Jewish Committee 
and the Anti-Defamation League will jointly 
have an unprecedented opportunity to aid 
in the preparation of lesson materials, study 
= guides and visual aids for educational pro- 
grams eaea by the Protestant Organ- 
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the Anti-Defamation League, we are now 
in almost daily consultation. This Depart- 
mént makes significant use of the Commit- 
tee’s (AJC) resources for material and in- 
formation which it channels through 2,500, 
000 Protestant instructors te 27 million 
Sunday School students.”

“Last summer the Women’s Division of

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MILITARY AND ECONOMIC 
DISARMAMENT DEMANDED 


We call as our first witness, Dr. Robert 
Morris, formerly General Counsel for the 
Senate Internal Security Committee, later 
President of the University of Dallas, cur- 
rently devoting his time in an effort to 
awaken Americans before it is too late to 
save what’s left of the Republic. In a re- 
port titled “The Trap Is Set,” Dr. Morris 
writes: 

This. week’s relaxation on the part of our 
negotiators in their demand for inspection, 
preparatory to new disarmament discussions 
with the Soviets, puts in focus our posture 
on the world scene today. 

We are pleading with the Communists to 
accept our “disarmament plan” which calls 
for the dissolution of our magnificent mil- 
itary establishment in three stages and the 
transfer of all military power to “U.N. 
Peace Force.’ We are making concession 
after concession to have them accept our 
proposals. 

This is not a disarmament at all. It is 
a plan for merger with our enemies. It is 
the creation of a world army possessing all 
the weapons in the world in which our 
influence would be an insignificant minority. 
In this merger the entire west world would 
be a shrinking minority. Left-leaning 
neutrals such as Sukarno, Krishna Menon 
and Souvania Phouma and the growing 
Soviet bloc would rule this army, and we 
would be subject to this combine. 

With their rule, free enterprise, our relig- 
ious and common law heritage, our Consti- 
tution, our Bill of Rights, would be diluted 
beyond recognition. 

Thus far the Soviets have not agreed to 
our plan. I have read some of their propa- 
ganda wherein they are urging their people 
here to support the plan with Red- China 
included in a U.N. which they would like 
to see “evolve” further. 

We are making concessions in our de- 
mands for inspections. Every time we meet, 
it seems we lower the safeguards. We have 
waived the necessity of an inventory at the 
initiation of the disarmament process. 

The Rostow Report which is being con- 
cealed from the American people, reflects 
this same policy. More and more of our
